The difficulties and delicacy 
of the moment are created by the per- 
sonality of the Pope. He is a very 
sensitive man and a person to whom 
a simple injection of caffeln causes 
great suffering for about three hours. 
Three years ago when I operated on 
him for a cyst, it was said he did sot 
suffer but. in reality he did suffer in- 
tensely. "The liquid taken yesterday 
from the pleaura may gather again 
and another operation may be neces- 
sary but I hope not. Some of the 
liquid may remain and often the lit- 
tle which is left Is spontaneously ab- 
sorbed which may be the case with 
the Pontiff
